ders vpward. 

It is ſaid of 4bravam, that he ſaw 
j Our Sautours daycs, and fo did 1/1 
4h, who, albcit he liacd aboue fixe 
hundred yearcs betore Chriſt was 
borne, doth ſect forth his birch, lite, 
and death fo liucly, as though hee 
had ſcene all things ated, and ac- 
compliſhed before his eyes. Inſo- 
rauch, that S.Herom ſaith, Nop 14 
Propheta dicendus fit, quan Enange- 
liſta, He may rather be called an Eyan: 
gelift,then a Prophet, and may ſceme 
rather to have written a Hiſtory, 
then a Propheſic , whereof, this 
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hich I haue read may be called an 
\bſtra&t, & it is indeed an Epitome 
ofthe Goſpell. 

[t may be fitly diuided into a Pre- 
ice, and a prophericall Hiſtory. 

The Preface is briefe, in this one 
word, Surely,

(compares to the eyes of a man: For, 
stheeyes of a man put our, Icaue 
he body a meere truncke : ſo, thc 
muth remooued from an Hiſtory, 
eaues it a vaine diſcourſe, 
| The Hiſtory is not lone, but full ; 
it containes matter admirable, la- 
mentable, comfortable. Admira- 


dle, in reſpect of him who isthe| 


ory of the Hiſtory, cuen the Lord 
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of glory. Lamentable, in regard 0 
what he ſuſtained, thart is, infirmi 
ties, ſorrowes. Comfortable,in re 
hen of them for whom hee bar 
them; they were our infirmitics,ou 
ſorrowes.

Chryſoſtomes words ; Etſi verba ſin 
pauca, magnits tamen theſaurus ini 
lis eft recondizs, Though the words 
be few, yet they containe a great 
dealc of rich treaſure, This ſentence 
is like Iacobs Ladder , wee cannot 
ſpare one round of it. Ir is a go 
den ſentence, and the leaſt parcell 
thereof is more worth then all 
the gold of ophir., Wee will 
theretore diligently ſearch the 
mindc.

And ſo doth our Sauiou 
1a the fourteenth of Mayke, myaurg 
eavi dui wi, My ſoule is inuronis 
with ſorrow on eucry ſide, 

Such vas the ſorrow of our Sa- 
utour, it was an immediate paſſion 
of the ſoule. As his ſoule did (uffer, 
by way of ſympathy, when his bo- 
dy was tormented ; ſo did his body, 
when his ſoule was wounded. For 
when he ſweat droppcs of blood, 
no hand of externall violence came 
neere him, it was the anguiſh 0 
ſoulc, that caſt him into that bloody 
{[weat. And this was neceſſary : For 
as S. Auguſtin ſaith ; T otus homo ſt- 
rijt, & totus ſaluatore indignit ; AS 


Adam ſinned both in body and 


ſoule,} 
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fule, ſo he needed a Sauiour both 

f body and foule: which that 
Chriſt might be, ir was neceſſary 
that he ſhould ſuffer both in bodic 
and foule. And as the ſoule of 1- 
4m finned by immediate ation, fo 
the ſoule of Chriſt ſuffered by an 
immediate paſſion. Yea as the {oulc 
was the firſt agent in the tranſgreſ- 
hon, fo is it here the firſt patient in 
the affliction, For the firſt act of 
this Tragedie was in the garden of 
behſemane , and there did that an- 
zuſh ſcaze vpon his ſoule, bctore 
the ſpeare or nailes , or thornes did 
touch him. 

And whence procceded this ſor-| 
tow and anguiſh, but from the im- 
mediate hand of God that ſtrooke 
tim? Otherwiſe it were ſtrange, 
har our Sauiour ſhould be brought 
nto this extreamitie. Is it credible. 
8S. Auftin ſaith , Vt Panlas ſerumus 
WH txulter , Chriftus Imperator 1riftts 
f , that Paul the ſcruant ſhould 
} C 2 triumph, 
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triumph, 8 Chriſt the Lord ſhoulc 
bee troubled in ſuſtaining of tor 
ments, were it not, that boththe 
hand of God and man was' vpo 
him ? Now, how farre this ſtroke 
of God, and ſorrow of our Sauiou 
proceeded, it is beyond the appre 
henſton of men, yea, the contem- 
plation of Angels. It gricucs my 
foule ro ſee how ſome doe extenu- 
ate, others doe aggrauate it. It ſhall 
be our modeſty not to attempt the 
gaging of it, our happineſſe,that we 
neuer fecle it. 


V Eare inthe next place to 

conſider, for whom out 
Sauiour bare theſe infirmitics, and

Such was 
the innocency of our Sautour, as
